Ninety years ago, July 3, 1848, 
the Busse family established its 
first home in America at Elk Grove. 
The living descendants, numbering 
1051 will gather at the Elk Grove 
forest preserve Sunday afternoon 
in what will be one of the largest 
family reunions ever held in north­ 
ern Illinois. The site of the cele­ 
bration is within a mile of the 
Busse homestead where the pioneer 
located in the year 1848. Within a 
radius of 25 miles there resides at 
least half of the descendants. 
Four of the original Busse farms 
acquired by the children of the 
pioneer couple as they reached their 
m ajorities, are still iii the families, 
being owned or occupied by des­ 
cendants. These farm s are located 
within a radius of four miles. 
The family has previously cele­ 
brated the fiftieth and the seven­ 
tieth an I versa ries.

These are all of the third genera­ 
tion. The family now extends to 
the sixth geneiation of which there 
are 104 members. 
Mr. Fredrick Busse was born in 
1800. His wife, Johanna Katz, was 
born three years later. Mr. Busse 
served his regular time in the Han­ 
overian army and was given his 
official release in 1823. 
In the early 1800’s land and prop­ 
erty was considered so important 
in Hanover that the government re­ 
quired owners to keep their places 
in repair. Failure to do so meant 
that the government would sell the 
property to some person who was 
financially able to maintain the 
property. In such cases the gov­ 
ernment required that a certain re­ 
compense should go to the original 
owner. 
It was under these conditions 
that F rederich Busse acquired the 
farm upon which 
a large 
home 
was erected by him, but the call of 
America was too strong for him. 
He wanted to go to a country where 
all of his sons could have the same 
rights and privileges. He had pre­ 
viously served his time in the army, 
and fulfilled all obligations to King 
George. 
The six children were born in the 
old country. Their son, Henry, was 
the first one to come to America 
and it was he who Inter prevailed 
upon his father to bring the rest of 
the family to this land of promise. 
Henry first worked on a farm on 
Milwaukee avenue. 
The Busse family arrived in this 
country, going to Detroit and from 
there to Chicago. They started out 
on Milwaukee avenue to find a farm 
that would appeal to them. They 
crossed the Des Plaines river at the 
Talcot Ford, near Touhy avenue.

Cement Walks Laid 
To Building; To 
Decorate Interior 


Perhaps the members of the 
board of education of the Arling­ 
ton Heights elementary school haye 
an excellent idea as to the ap­ 
pearance and convenience of the 
new school building that is nearing 
completion, but it was a pleasant 
surprise to the w riter to discover 
Tuesday how remarkable a school 
building it is going to be. 
The workmen have reached the 
stage where the cement walks out­ 
side of bhe building are being laid; 
the interior doors are being hung 
into place; decorators have shown 
the color scheme on one of the walls 
of a class room and the heating 
units are being put in place. The 
contract calls for completion Aug­ 
ust IO, and it appears that the 
schedule will be met. 
The pupils will enter the school 
from both ends 
of the building, 
leaving the main entrance with its 
terrace approach for the visitor or 
school patron. The main entrance 
lobby is terrazo. Individual metal 
lockers will be recessed along the 
hallway, the floors of which will 
be marbelized tile. 
One of the show rooms of that 
building will be the kindergarten 
decorated in cerelian blue. 
This 
room will be especially equipped 
for tile needs of little tots. In keep­ 
ing with modern education methods, 
the only blackboard space in the 
class rooms of the building will be 
on the front wail. All of similar 
space on the other walls will be of 
cork board. As Supt. Baker told 
his interviewer, “paper is cheap 
these days and the old time black­ 
boards are in the discard. The cork 
board permits the exhibition of in­ 
dividual work of the pupils.” 
There is no waste space in the 
building. On each side of the en­ 
trance hall are the library and 
school office, each compact. 
At the ends of the upper hallway 
are the teachers’ room and the 
nurses’ headquarters. 
The hot water heating system in 
the building is outstanding and is 
of the very latest construction and 
one which is certain to attract at­ 
tention among architects of public 
buildings.

saved the school district $2,(KH) and 
at the same time provides cleaner 
and fresher air for the rooms. 
Encased in a neat enamel case 
before one of the windows of each 
classroom will be a combination 
• heating and ventilating element

An investigation by the state’s attorney's office has 
just revealed that a mysterious Sarita Claus who had 
been aiding the village of Arlington Heights to purchase 
fire and police department equipment, mowing machines 
and other village necessities, is not the bewhiskered, cor­ 
pulent figure in a red suit, but one Oscar Slater, a slot 
machine entrepreneur. 
Village officials are a little bit hurt about it all. 
Here they were doing a noble work of village high or 
highway financing, and then the state’s attorney in­ 
tervened. 
One point that was brought out by the state’s at­ 
torney’s investigation is that 20 per cent of the slot 
machine take was turned over to tile village treasury. 
That is interesting, because in recent months all over 
suburban Cook County have been heard the thump, the 
whirr and the infrequent payoff jingle of the slot ma­ 
chine. It is clear that slot machine owners are willing 
—nay, anxious—to give somebody in authority at least

“There is no person to whom I 
would rather dispose of my busi­ 
ness. I want to thank the general 
public for the patronage they have 
accorded me in the past and I know 
that under the new ownership the 
store will be in a better position to 
serve you.” 
Gus Framberg purchased of the 
Perrin estate the store in 1927 and 
until his illness was active in com­ 
munity affairs, serving as alder­ 
man several years. 
Kodew aids To Make C hanges 
The Rodewald Brothers, Marvin 
and Leonard, are probably as well 
known in Arlington Heights as any 
young man. As news dealers they 
have come in contact with eighty 
percent of the householders. They 
are making plans for changes in the 
store with the addition of new lines. 
This store is ideally located, con­ 
venient to parking, in the heart of 
the business district, opens early 
in the morning and remains open 
until a late hour. 


There are no unsightly 
heating 
pipes through the building. Steam 
for the heating units comes from 
two boilers where the water is 
heated under pressure permitting 
a water temperature of as high as 
250 degrees. Within ten minutes

The do­ 
mestic science and manual train­ 
ing quarters will be there and they 
will be as finely equipped as to be 
found in any other 
elementary 
school building. Between them will 
be the kitchen of the 
cafeteria, 
while in the center will be the serv­ 
ing counter where between 75 and 
IOO children can secure a hot noon 
day dish at a minimum of expense. 
Almost one entire side of the 
basement is to be used as an audi­ 
torium, which will be ample for 
normal school functions and school 
gatherings of 300 or less. 
It is a great school, folks. 
It 
will be ready for the starting of 
the fall term and with the jovial 
but earnest spirit of Mr. Baker ex­ 
tending to the teachers and the pu­ 
pils, it is going to house a happy 
school that will instill more than 
just “book lam ing” to the boys and 
girls who enter its portals.

Modernized Depot, 
Entrance Pillars, 
Freight House Foreseen 


The board of directors of Arling­ 
ton Heights Trade and Civic As­ 
sociation adopted an extensive pro­ 
gram Thursday night for the mod­ 
ernization of the business district, 
installation of entrance pillars on 
the highway, removal of advertis­ 
ing signs and a general program 
which will mean a general beauti­ 
fication of the entire town. 
The plan has proceeded to Aa h 
an extent that the erection of the 
pillars has been assured. An archi­ 
tect’s sketch of the modernized de­ 
pot is on display in the window of 
Krause & Kehe. A number of busi­ 
ness men with signs 
facing the 
highway have offered to remove 
them and invitations are about to 
be forwarded to the heads of the 
various civic organizations in Ar­ 
lington Heights asking for their 
cooperation in advisory capacity as 
well as active work in spreading the 
gospel of city betterment. 
Mr. Hartford, of the 
Chicago 
Daily News, has assured the asso­ 
ciation that if success meets tho 
present plans, that paper will carry 
word in a big way to the outside 
world of what Arlington Heights is 
doing. 
The meeting Thursday evening 
was attended by all of the eleven 
members of the board of directors 
and also 
by 
representatives of 
Stonegate and Scarsdale, the two 
deluxe subdivisions of the town. 
Mr. William Tackett, who 
is 
erecting many homes in Arlington 
this year, is one of the small groups 
who formulated the idea which was 
at once given added impetus by a 
quick response on the part of many 
business men and the general plan 
crystalized into active form last 
week. 
The proposed pillars, of which 
architect’s drawings were on dis­ 
play Thursday evening, will be built 
of stone, four feet wide, two feet 
thick and approximately ten feet 
high. The words Arlington Heights 
in reflecting buttons will appear on 
the sides. Through the cooperation 
of two local building supply firms 
and the Tackett organization, these 
pillars will be erected without cost 
to the community. 
Work upon the pillars is expect­ 
ed to start within a few days. 
N The removal of the freight depot 
and the remodeling of the passeng­ 
er depot are at present the big pur­ 
pose of the association. Arlington 
Heights will continue to be “back 
woods” as long as that unsightly 
freight building remains in the cen­ 
ter of the business district. 
The association Is not depending 
upon 
propaganda 
or 
persuasive 
powers to have the receiver of the 
North 
Western 
railroad 
remove 
that depot without some 
recom­ 
pense. 
The people of Arlington 
Heights will be asked to pledge the 
money by public subscription to 
pay the cost of a new foundation 
around the present depot, encase ii 
in stone, provide a basement with 
heating plant and place a so-called 
thatch roof on the building. The 
railroad company will be asked to 
make interior changes and remove 
the freight house. 
Word of the plan will be taken to 
the railroad company within the 
next week by a strong committee 
which will include prominent Chica­ 
go business men who have homes 
in Arlington Heights. 
Arlington Heights is today pro­ 
viding more freight revenue to the 
railroad company than any other 
town between Chicago and W o o d ­ 
stock and the com pa ay has done 
nothing to improve the appearance 
of the station or its facilities. The 
Arlington 
Heights 
park 
board 
spends more money on the railroad 
parks than does any similar body 
in any other town of th * division. 
VV ith all of these things, its front 
yard is marred by that freight, 
structure of the by-gone days.

be in keeping with the general 
beautification plan. 
One business 
man stated Thursday evening, “my 
wife has always criticised the sign 
on the highway, that advertises my 
own business.
